DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Appeal Board Decision filed 7/29/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 , 3, 7-1 1 , 1 3, 26, and 28-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claim limitation, of Claims 1 and 13, "automatic pilot instructions" as defined 
"to be flight path change commands to be executed to return to or follow a 
predetermined flight path" (Appeal Decision, July 29, 2008, page 6, lines 16-17) 
overcomes the prior art applied, specifically Pages. Pages teaches transmitting a flight 
plan by a set of geographical points associated with a route. Neither Pages nor any 
other art of record teaches or describes the defined "automatic pilot instructions". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
